‘Questions of this kind arise 
often in probate proceedings, 
when claims for services rendered 
to: the deceased must be dealt with. 
A$ a rule, the closer the relation- 
ship between the claimant and-the 
deceased, the more likely the court 
is‘to say that the services were 
given free. 

But the individual circumstances 
can make a big difference. In an- 
other case, a man sought payment 
for carpentry, painting, and ce- 
ment work he had done on the 
house of his late brother. 

This time, the brothers had 
been living separately, with their 
own separate families. In this situ- 
ation, the court decided that the 
claimant could reasonably have 
expected to be paid, even without 
any agreement to that effect.

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=} Don’t spend your earning years on a 
financial merry-go-round and end up 
at age 65 with insufficient income. 


Likewise, Yates says, 
misconceptions stem from 
parents associating death 
with separation.

The best way to help ¢ 
child understand and accept 
death is to answer his 
questions honestly and 
allow him to share in the 
grieving process, advises 
Yates. 

‘Parents cannot preven 
children from feeling sad a 
the death of a loved one. 
This is a normal process fo 
children as well as adults. 


‘*Many misconceptions 
and fears can be eliminated 
through’ basic, hones 


explanations. Parents should 
honestly tell a child, ‘We 
will miss Grandpa. We will 
remember him, and we are 
very sad’.”’ |

family members, points ou 
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
